Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: With 
respect to the amendment following decision on appeal filed 7-29-10, examiner commented that allowed claims 29, 33 
and 36 are generic claims and examiner noted that new claims 38-41 raise new 112 issues. Examiner proposed 
changing claims 38-41 as set forth in the examiner's amendment to place this application in condition for allowance. 
Applicant's representative agreed to the changes in the examiner's amendment. Applicant's representative informed 
examiner that he intended to file a divisional application containing claims directed to the non-elected species. 
Examiner informed applicant's representative that a "divisional" application containing claims directed to the non- 
elected species may be subject to an obvious type double patenting rejection, which may be overcome with a terminal 
disclaimer, because allowed independent claims 29, 33 and 36 in this application are generic to species #1 , species 
#2, species A, species B, species X and species Y. .
